Registered in Alaska 
During Monih 


[Juneau Empire] 

United States Marshal J. M. 
Tanner today eived a telegram 
from the T’epartment about the 
date fixed for the registration of 
alicn enemy women in Alaska, to 
begin August 5th. The telegram 
reads: 

“Washington, D. C., June 26. 
“U.S. Marshal, 

“Juneau, Alaska. 

“Inform all postmasters your 
Division time fixed for German 
alien female registration Alaska 
is August 5th to Lith inclusive, 
excluding Sunday, August 11th.” 

The same rules apply fer the 
registration of women as pre- 
vailed at the time men were rog- 
gistered. Copies of finger prints 
and photographs must be fur- 
nished, and a heavy penalty 
attaches for anyone of German 
birth or parentage who neglects 
to register. Phe postmasters will 
have charge of the registration.
